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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/17/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicants argue that Boyd neither discloses nor suggests removing a silicide 
layer at a first rate and removing a polysilicon layer at a second rate (where the first rate 
is higher than the second rate) because of the following reasons: Boyd is silent in 
regards to disclosing or suggesting the rate at which the silicide and/or polysilicon is 
removed, Boyd describes using one technique to remove silicide and another technique 
to remove polysilicon and the examiner appears to improperly use hindsight to match 
Fig. 12 of the application with Fig. 217 of Boyd. This argument is unpersuasive based 
on the following reasons. It is conceded that Boyd is silent with respect to the removal of 
the silicide at a rate that is higher than the rate of the polysilicon. However, since similar 
structure is formed, it would appear that similar removal rates are employed to those 
recited in applicants claims. Applicants have not shown anything unexpected by 
employing a faster rate to remove the silicide layer than the polysilicon layer. In addition, 
the secondary reference of Thomas provides motivation for selecting different removal 
rates. As a result, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to select any combination of the removal rate that would reduce 
planarity and maintain the integrity of the semiconductor substrate during polishing 
including the specific rates claimed by the applicants because employing different 
polishing rates resulted in precise endpoint detection for the polishing step and prevent 
unnecessary polishing. As recited in page 4, paragraph 0072 of Boyd, Boyd also 
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discloses that "the planarization exposes polysilicon layer 52", which implies that the 
CMP removes the silicide and portion of the polysilicon. In response to applicant's 
argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper 
hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time 
the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ).
